The Standing Committee on Aboriginal Affairs and Northern Development met at 9:09 a.m. this day, 
in Room 269 West Block, for the purpose of electing a Chair, pursuant to Standing Order 106(1).

Amand and Roger Valley.

The Clerk of the Committee presided over the election of a Chair. 


On motion of Lloyd St. Amand, it was agreed, — That Nancy Karetak-Lindell be elected Chair of the 
Committee. 


The Clerk of the Committee presided over the election of the Vice-Chairs. 


On motion of Carol Skelton, it was agreed, — That Jeremy Harrison be elected as Official Opposition 
Vice-Chair of the Committee. 


On motion of André Bellavance, it was agreed, — That Bernard Cleary be elected as Opposition Vice- 
Chair of the Committee. 


Nancy Karetak-Lindell took the Chair. 


By unanimous consent, it was agreed, — That the Committee proceed with the study of routine 
motions. 


Gary Lunn moved, — That the Subcommittee on Agenda and Procedure be composed of four (4) 
members, the Chair, the two Vice-Chairs, and one (1) member of the New Democratic Party. 


After debate, the question was put on the motion and it was agreed to. 


On motion of Pat Martin, it was agreed, — That the Committee retain the services of one or more 
analysts from the Library of Parliament, as needed, to assist the Committee in its work, at the 
discretion of the Chair. 


Sue Barnes moved, — That the Chair be authorized to hold meetings to receive and publish evidence 
when a quorum is not present provided that at least three (3) members are present including a member 
of the opposition and a member of the government. 
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Debate arose thereon. 


On motion of Jim Prentice, it was agreed, — That the motion be amended by adding the words “other 
than the Chair” after the word “Government”. 


After debate, the question was put on the motion, as amended, and it was agreed to. 


Pat Martin moved, — That an organization be given up to fifteen (15) minutes at the discretion of the 
Chair for their opening statement; and that, at the discretion of the Chair, during the questioning of 
witnesses, there be allocated nine (9) minutes for the questioner of the official opposition, seven (7) 
minutes for the questioner of the other parties, starting with the Bloc Québécois, the New Democratic 
Party and the Liberal Party, and that thereafter three (3) minutes be allocated to each subsequent 
questioner (alternating between Opposition parties and Government). 


Debate arose thereon. 


Sue Barnes moved, — That the motion be amended by replacing the words “fifteen minutes” by “ten 
(10) minutes” and replacing “nine (9) minutes for the questioner of the official opposition, seven (7) 
minutes for the questioner of the other parties, starting with the Bloc Québécois, the New Democratic 
Party and the Liberal Party, and that thereafter three (3) minutes be allocated to each subsequent 
questioner (alternating between Government and Opposition parties)” by “ ten(10) minutes for the first 
questioner of each party, with the possibility to share this time between two questioner of one party, 
and thereafter, five (5) minutes be allocated to each other member (alternating between Government 
and Opposition parties”. 


By unanimous consent, the amendment was withdrawn. 


It was agreed, — That the motion be amended by replacing the word “fifteen (15) minutes by “ten 
(10) minutes”, by replacing “three (3) minutes” by “five (5) minutes”, by adding after the word “ each 
subsequent questioner” the following “until each member had the chance to question the witness, and 
leaving at the discretion of the Chair the possibility to reduce de time limits of the second round of 
questions if time is running out”. 


After debate, the question was put on the motion, as amended, and it was agreed to. 


On motion of Gary Lunn, it was agreed, — That, if requested, reasonable travel, accommodation and 
living expenses be reimbursed to witnessses not exceeding two (2) representatives per organization; 


and that, in exceptional circumstances, payment for a third representative be at the discretion of the 
Chair. 


Gary Lunn moved, — That the Clerk of the Committee be authorized to distribute to the members of 
the Committee documents only when they exist in both official languages. 


Debate arose thereon. 
On motion of Bernard Cleary, it was agreed, — That the motion be amended by adding after the word 
“languages” the following: “and that no document from a witness be distributed without the Clerk's 


approval; but, at the discretion of the Chair, the question could be discussed by the members of the 
Committee and, afterwards, document could be distributed if it receives unanimous consent”’. 
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On motion of Gary Lunn, it was agreed, — That the Committee be authorized to purchase documents 
for the use of the Committee. 


On motion of Gary Lunn, it was agreed, — That the Clerk of the Committee be authorized to make the 
necessary arrangements to provide for working meals for the Committee and its Subcommittees.

On motion of David Smith, it was agreed, — That whenever a Chapter of a Report of the Auditor 
General refers to a subject under the mandate of the Committee, the Committee invite the Office of the 
Auditor General of Canada and any relevant Senior Officials of a Department to appear at a meeting 
of the Committee and, if possible, that it be televised. 


Gary Lunn moved, — That, except for amendments to bills, substantive motion be considered by the 
Committee only if notice has been given before the beginning of the meeting; and that the motion be 
filed with the Clerk of the Committee and circulated to members in both official languages.

Therefore, the Standing Committee on Aboriginal Affairs recommends the following steps should be 
taken — as a minimum — to ensure greater consultation with affected First Nations on the repeal of 
Section 67 of the Canadian Human Rights Act: 


1. Appoint one or more Ministerial Representatives (such as Wendy Grant-John for the Matrimonial 
Real Property study) to engage in transparent consultations with First Nations through their provincial- 
territorial organizations and tribal councils, as well as with national organizations (such as AFN and 
NWAQC), with a view to achieving a degree of consensus on the following aspects of the repeal of 
Section 67: 


a. options for interpretative clauses applying throughout the CHRA which take into account: i) the 
balance required between individual and collective rights; ii) existing aboriginal and treaty rights; iii) the 
intention of the Indian Act to protect those lands set aside for the exclusive use and benefit of each First 
Nation; 1v) protecting the ability of each First Nation to determine its own membership if it chooses to 
do so; v) preventing any adverse consequences to the lands and resources of a First Nation which might 
be caused by complaints by persons who are not entitled to membership in the First Nation. 


b. options for a non-derogation clause 


c. options for wording of a clause that would make it possible for First Nations or groups of First 
Nations to adopt their own human rights codes, laws, instruments and processes within a period of 36 
months, with the Canadian Human Rights Act applying to First Nations after 36 months as a default 
until such time as a First Nation or group of First Nations has a code in place, providing that such First 
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Nations codes etc. do not prevent Canada from meeting its international commitments. 

d. options for wording of a clause that would make it possible for the Canadian Human Rights 
Commission and Tribunals to consider complaints made against a First Nation on grounds that its codes 
etc. do not permit Canada to meet its international human nghts commitments. 

2. That the Minister will ask the Ministerial Representatives to report on progress within six months; and 
indicate whether the six months consultation has been sufficient or whether additional consultation is 


required. 


3. That support above and beyond core funding will be provided to assist the First Nations in their 
consultation and that this funding will not impact on any other funding currently in place. 


4. Provide financial assistance to First Nations for the development and application of their human nghts 
codes supporting education and awareness on human rights. 


Debate arose thereon.

Marc Lemay moved, — To allow a reasonable time for consultation with and between the First Nations 
regarding repeal of section 67 of the Canadian Human Rights Act and its intent, the Standing Committee 
on Aboriginal Affairs and Northern Development pursuant to Standing Order 108(1)(a) recommends as 
follows: 


1. That all debate on repeal of section 67 of the Canadian Human Rights Act be suspended for a 
maximum of 10 months following adoption of this motion by the Committee, in order to make possible 
the following: 


a. discussions between the federal government and the organizations representing the First Nations 
locally, regionally and nationally, on an appropriate level of funding to support an adequate consultation 
process, with each First Nation to receive such funding; 


b. consultation of its citizens by each First Nation, and consultation by the First Nations of one another, 
within their regional structures; c. the launching by the federal government of consultations with the 
First Nations, either on an individual basis or by regional or national organization, as determined by 
each First Nation. 


2. That, once the process defined above is completed, and no later than 10 months after adoption of this 
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motion by the Committee, the Standing Committee on Abori ginal Affairs and Northern Development 
resume debate and public hearings on repeal of section 67 of the Canadian Human Rights Act, or its 
replacement, so that the First Nations could either appear before the Committee to explain the results of 
their consultations, or submit the results in writing. 

And that adoption of this motion be reported to the House at the first opportunity.

Bill C-21 amends the Canadian Human Rights Act by repealing section 67 of that Act. The repeal of 
section 67 removes an exception in its application with regard to the Jndian Act. This amendment 
proposes to not repeal section 67 but rather replace it with a new framework. This new framework 
would create many conditions and exemptions similar to those contained in the /ndian Act. 


As House of Commons Procedure and Practice states on page 654: 


‘An amendment to a bill that was referred to committee after second reading is out of order if it is 
beyond the scope and principle of the bill.’ 


In the opinion of the Chair, the introduction of this new framework is contrary to the principle of Bill C- 
21 and is therefore inadmissible.
